The recent decision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the case of the owners of 
the property of the late John Slidell, of Louisi- 
ana, vs. his heirs, which affirms the decision of 
the Supreme Court of that State, is one of more 
than ordinary interest, not only because it affects 
s large amount of property in the City of 
New Orleans, but also because it des- 
nitely settles the question of confiscation, Mr. 
Slidell, when he went to France as the Commis- 
sioner of the Confederate States, was possessed 
of a large property, valued at $275,000. This 
property was seized by the United States and 
sold shortly after the termination of the war. 
Subsequently, and after the death of Slidell, 
the heirs brought suit for the recovery of the 
property, contending that the Government 
held only a life-interest, and had no right to 
pass a bill of attainder disinheriting the heirs of 
a traitor. The counsel for the property-owners, 
on the other hand, took the ground that Slidell 
was not a Rebel or offender against the United 
States, but an enemy, and, as such, the confisca- 
tion of his property forfeited it entirely and for- 
ever. The Court of Louisiana declared 
in favor of the heirs, and the United States Su- 
preme Court has now affirmed that decision, 
which therefore establishes the point of the 
plaintiffs, that the title of the U States, in 
confiscation cases, is simply an interest during 
the lifetime of the original owner.

The country was flooded 
with railroad bonds and stocks; the money of 
citizens was loaned out by banks to speculative 
construction companies, and the result was 
a financial collapse that hase affected every 
branch of trade and industry in the country. 
These Credit Mobilier corporations have ab- 
sorbed the circulating capital of the country to 
an enormous extent, and, now that the public 
will lend no more money to them, Congress is 
asked to do so. The policy of subsi- 
dining national railroads” has been any- 
thing but encouraging. The Government has 
given away for this purpose many millions of 
acres of public land and $64,000,000 of nationa) 
bonds. Foremost among these is the Union Pa- 
cific Company, the managers of which placed 
$27,000,000 in their own pockets, where they 
thought it would do the most good. The Cen- 
tral Pacific Company's operatious have been of 
the same sort. The Northern Pacific Railroad 
and the Texas Pacific Railroad fortunately failed 
to get any money subsidy. They both pass 
through a desert and « wilderness, and one of 
them in a region where the civilized white man 
will never live.

Both areowned chiefly in Pennsylvania, and both 
are largely in debt to the iron-makers.

THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 

The latest foreign mails bring the complete re- 
sults of the recent elections to the German 
Reichstag, which are of more than ordinary in- 
terest, from the fact that the Uliramontane 
question was one of the principal issues involved 
in the campaign. In the last Parliament, Bis- 
marck had to contend with only sixty-two Ultra- 
montanes, but in this Parliament the number is 
increased to 115, who will side with the priests 
in their opposition to the Government. Among 
them are the new Deputies from Alsace, who are 
all French, and, of course, all Ultramontanes. 
In addition to these, the Opposition is strength- 
ened by 12 Socialists, 10 Conservatives, 10 Par- 
ticulariste, 15 Poles and Danes, from Schleswig, 
and 10 Radicals, making in all 172 out of the 
897 members of the Parliament, and leaving 225 
members of the National Liberal party whom 
Bismarck can count upon as supporters of the 
Gouernment. 

The result shows a very material falling-off 
in the Government's majority. It indicates that 
the people do not enter iuto the struggle against 
Ultramontanism with the same zeal as the Gov- 
ernmént, and that many voters are utterly care- 
leas which side wins. In Berlin itself, where 
the Government is presumed at least to have 
an ardent support, only 33,785 votes were cast 
out of 8 total vote of 100,782. The largest 
gains of the Opposition were made in Prussia and 
Bavaria, the former of which is Protestant and 
the latter Catholic. In Prussia, the Ultramon- 
tanes increased their representatives from 40 
to 60, and in Bavaria, which has been the 
scene of repeated interferences with the priests, 
from 18 to 27. 


us, and we do not know how soon we may be 
called upon to solve these questions, delicate as 
they are, We need not regret, however, if the 
problem is forced upon us; for, after all, it is 
only the question, How shall Liberty be preserv- 
ed from degenerating into License? How insure 
order and not infringe the principles of Free- 
dom ?—and the sooner the question is solved 
the better. 

There are, evidently, two dangers attending 
the solution of the question,—the danger of 
preventing License by sacrificing Liberty, or of 
permitting License to destroy Liberty. And yet 
great as these dangers are, and difficult of 
avoidance, avoided they must be; and the 
question, How the Republic will deal with the 
International? constitutionally settled. We 
must not delude ourselves that the Interna- 
tionalists will give us no trouble, They are or- 
ganized in this country, and they are not or- 
ganized here for no purpose. Their objects are 
the same here as everywhere. They may love 
American independence and the Stars and 
Stripes well; they love the International and 
the red flag better. The Oonstitution of the 
United States they accept ; but only provision- 
ally, as the best stepping-stone possible to the 
principles of Karl Marx. 


To know the real designs and influence of 
this organization, and the desperate character 
of many who are members of it, we need to 
keep our eyes on their doings abroad. 
Everybody remembers the Paris Commune, 
and knows how deeply the organization has 
taken root in France. Germany is infested 
with Reds, and we are glad that the majority of 
them stay there, A writer ina recent number 
of the Revue des Deux Mondes draws a graphic 
description of the Germans who leave from 
Hamburg for this country and other parts of 
the world, and of the laborers and mechanics of 
the town: the former, solid, honest, thrifty, 
taking an adieu of their country, incompany with 
their wives and children, as industrious as them- 
selves; the latter, men of less inviting appear- 
ance, gathered at the Socialistic clubs, wifeless 
aud childless, discussing strange theories of 
government and of the family, arguing that the 
relation of husband and wife is but a historic 
product,” or, what amounts to the same, that 
the woman who freely gives her love to any man 
is not a prostitute but the woman of the fu- 
ture.”

If there are any persons who are still skepti- 
cal in regard to the advantages which Chicago 
enjoys for building up a direct foreign trade, 
they will be astonished to learn that the direct 
shipment of grain for the last year, not includ- 
ing flour, amounted to more than 1,500,000 
bushels, as shown by the books of the 
British ‘Consul in this city. This amount 
does not comprehend, of course, all the 
grain shipped to Liverpool from Chicago, but 
only that which was billed through from this 
point and did not require any further official at- 
tention. With this showing before us at the 
present time, the future possibilities of Chicago 
in this direction, when there shall be adequate 
through-water communication with Liverpool, 
furnish substance for the most extravagant 
speculation. 


Very general regret will follow the announce- 
ment that Mr. Edwin Booth has become 4 vol- 
untary bankrupt. His liabilities are about $200,- 
000, and his assets reach one-third of that 
amount. The failure is attributed to the mis- 
management of his brother, who has had charge 
of his theatre in New York, and, by introducing 
trashy plays of the modern school, wasted the 
great popularity which Edwin had brought it. 
While devoted to the Shakespearean revival, 
under the brilliant direction of the greatest 
of Shakespearean delineators, ite dramatic 
and pecuniary success was very great. This 
result shows that the popular taste is higher 
and purer than managers generally seem to be- 
lieve, and that the best drama pays the best. 
Mr. Edwin Booth is credited with the ability to 
make about $80,000 a year by acting, and it is to 
be hoped that, like Sir Walter Scott, he may re- 
trieve, by his genius and personal exertions, the 
disaster which has come upon him from no fault 
of his own.

While unthinking persons drew the conclusion 
from the universal destruction of the great Ohica- 
go fire that it was useless to attempt the erection 
of fire-proof baildings, there were those who 
saw therein the urgent necessity for renewed 
efforts in this direction. Mr. Potter Palmer was 
one of the latter, and he had the reward of his 
good judgment one evening this week when s 
fire broke out in the upper-story of the 
Mansard roof of his new hotel. The 
porter had heaped soft coal on a grate fire in a 
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The whole grant of bonds to these roads was 
$64,000,000, of which $27,000,000 was to the 
Union Pacific and $26,000,000 to the Central Pa- 
cific. Up to the Sist of January, 1874, the 
United States had paid for interest on the loans 
to these two Companies over $18,000,000, of 
which it had received in transportation $3,500,- 
000, leaving $14,500,000 of beck interest still due 
from the two Companies. The Central Pacific 
Company has outstanding debts equal to the 
value of ite roads, and has capital stock to the 
sum of $100,000,000 divided among its managers. 
It is now paying dividends upon this fictitious 
stock, and refuses to pay interest on the bonds 
loaned to it by the Government. The Union 
Pacific Company, notwithstanding the road was 
built by the money obtained from the Govern- 
ment, has other bonds outstanding, and has 
also $90,000,000 capital stock—all water. 
Its gross receipts have, now reached 
$1,000,000 a month. Itis the duty of Congress 
to require these Companies to pay not only their 
current interest, but also to commence liquidating 
the arrearages. The accrued and unpaid interest 
due from these Companies amounts to more than 
one-fourth the principal. They owe altogether 
nearly $58,000,000, which is increasing at the 
rate of $2,500,000 a year. At the end of the 
thirty years it will equal, if not exceed, the 
whole value of the property, and is secured only 
by a second mortgage. After the expiration of 
the thirty years the road may be taken by the 
holders of the firet-mortgage bonds and the 
Government left in the vocative. 

The iron and steel makers, who for twelve 
years have been receiving an annual bounty 
from the American people, are, of course, in 
favor of the most liberal subsidies to the two 
other railroads which have been overtaken by 
bankruptcy, and whose dishonored obligations 
are scattered all over the country, and largely 
indorsed by the iron and steel makers them- 
selves. But Congress does not represent Jay 
Cooke and Tom Scott; nor does it represent the 
Union and Central Pacifico Railroads; i repre- 
sents the people, whose interests demand that 
there be no more subsidies, and that the com- 
panies to whom such subsidies have already been 
gran ted shall be compelled to pay the fourteen 
and a half million dollars of interest now 


past due.

SOUTHERN SUGAR. 

The soil of Louisiana is specially adapted to 
the culture of the sugarcane. Labor is abun- 
dant and comparatively cheap. The markets are 
easily aceessible. The sugar and molasses pro- 
duced are said to be the best of their kind. Yet, 
despite all these advantages, the average annual 
shrinkage in the supply of saccharine sweets, for 
the last thirteen years, has been 14,000 hogs- 
heads of sugar and 800,000 gallons of molasses. 
The War, Warmoth, Casey, Kellogg,—these 
pests are doubtless responsible for no small part 
of the State’s industrial retrogression, but there 
has been still another and a greater cause. The 
yield of sugar to the dre has steadily dimin- 
ished, not only on lands that might reasonably be 
thought to be worn out, but on all lands. The 
trouble is with ti cane. It is an exotic plant 
which needa to be occasionally renewed. Other- 
wise, when removed from its tropical home, it 
gradually deteriorates and loses its productive 
power. Last year an effort was made to bring 
new cane from India and Egypt, where the yield 
is nearly four times as large as it is in Louis- 
jana. The plan was undertaken 80 late in the
